NOW HELD BY PEARY. 


Message Received From Intrepid Ex- 


plorer From Far North.

New York, Nov. 5—The United 
States now holds the record of “far- 
thest north,” 8&7 degrees, 6 minutes. 
This feat was accomplished by Com- 
mander Robert E. Peary, of the Un- 
ited States navy. The intrepid Arc- 
tic explorer failed to reach the pole, 
as he had confidently hoped to do 
with his specially constructed vessel, 
the Roosevelt, but he penetrated 
nearer to the pole than the Duke of 
Abruzzis’ expedition, which had held 
the Aretic of, 86 degrees, 34 
minutes.

SWEEPS THE EASTERN COAST. 


Vessels Ashore and Crews in Danger— 


Three Days Rain.

Rexton, N. B. Nov. 5.—A northwest 
gale which commenced here last Wed- 


nesday was the heaviest for several 


years. Rain fell constantly from 
Wednesday till Saturday afternoon.

Thecrew 
has not yet been taken off although 
pilots and fishermen have made repeat- 
ed efforts to board the wrecked vessel. 
The weather is extremely cold and 
unless arsistance can be rendered to 
the suffering seamen they must die 
from cold and exposure. The Adona 
is of six hundred tons and carries a 
crew of twelve men,

P WON'T PAY 

Winnipeg, Nov. 5.—It is stated that 
negotiations between the city and the 
C.P.R. regarding an account for $8,000 
arrears in taxes with which the com- 
pany was billed this year, have come 
to an end. The company absolutely re- 
fuses to settle on the city’s terms. It 
is understood that, ‘the council would 
have been reacy to accept $6,000 from 
the company in settlement of all claims 
for arrears but the company only of- 
fered $600 or $1,000 in settlement. The 
aldermen have not yet decided which 
course to pursue but it is extremely 
probably that the C.P.R. land in ques- 
tion will be offered at a taxsale.

MINISTER OF MILITIA DISCUSSES 
IMPERIAL DEFENCE 


(Q@pntinued from page 1.) 


in 1920, definitely accepted responsib- 
lity for the defence of its own terri- 
tory, and since that date had proved 
its sincerity in that promise by or- 
ganizing its militia and taking ovar 
the garrisons at Halifax and Fisui- 
malt and relieving the British tax- 
payer of every dollar of expenditure 
for the defence of Canadaian soi]. 
Much had been sai dabout closer un- 
jon between diferent parts of the Em- 
pire, continued Sir Frederick, and 
some suggestion had been made as to 
laying down in | writing tha basis on 
which guch closer relations might be 
guatanteed. He was of hte opinion 
that the tie which was the strongest 
between the Mother-country and the 
Ccloniesk and the Colonies themselves 
wag the sentimental tie of patroitisin 
and he Was inclined to think that there 
would be some danger in substituting 
a paper bond or contract for that all- 
powerful tie. So far as Imperial def- 
enc? was cnocerned it seemmd to him

African War, when the Mo.ther-coun-

pen in similar circumstances, should 
they unfortunately occur i ‘nthe  fut- 
ure. There was another side of Canad- 
ian developmentb, and that was the 
material and practical side, which 
must not bg lost sight of. Providen 
ce had endowed them with great weai- 
th of country an dafourabl3 condit- 
ions for bu.lding up a great nation, 
and had thareby imopsead upon them 
great responsibilities. It see med to 
him that no greater work on I[8mper- 
jal behalf could be carried out than 
by the development of the great and 
wonderful natural resources of Can- 
ada. 

Throughout that great country, and 
especially in the great wheat belt, mcn 
were urgently needed to till tho soil, 
and it seemed to him that the sons of 
Canada would be better employed pros- 
ecuting that work than in Joaning in 
armed idleness in order to furnish a 
standing army. On the other hand, it 
was absurb, in a country like Canada, 
which actually did not spend, as yet, 
$1 per head per year on defenco that 
they should be charged with excessive 
militarism. Proceeding to discuss the 
economic outlook fer Canada, Sir 
Frederick ventured the prediction that 
the time was not far distant when the 
Dominion would take its rightful place 
ezmong the leading nationg of the 
world. He would ask them to remem- 
ber that the wealth and greatness of 
the United States had been bu'lt up 
largely by the men and money furn- 
ished by Great Britain since the close 
of the war between North and South 
in 1865, and ho thought he might fair- 
ly ask that now that Mothg;-country 
should do as much for the Donainion 
of Canada. There was room for all 
the men that Great Britain could send. 
and there were opportunities of prof- 
itable employment for all the millions 
of money she had to spare. He sum- 
ed up his advice to that company in 
the three words,, ‘Come to Canada.’’
